Ohioans throughout the 
country were stunned last 
week when they learned last 
week of the sudden death of 
McNellious “Mac” Sharp at 
St. Anthony's Hospital in 
Columbus Ohio. 

“Mac Sharp," as he was 
known throughout Ohio, was 
one of the few men who 
became legends in their own 
time 

At the time of his death, 
MacNellious Sharp, had 
given the State of Ohio's 
Department of Liquor Control 
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25 years of meritorious ser- 
vice, ~ 

When the sharp scythe of 
the grim reaper cut short his 
tenure in one liquor depart- 
ments highest positions, he 
could truly boast that his 
position was not one of 
political appointment, but the 
result of hard. work and a 
superior intellect. 

The position which he held, 
administrative assistant to the 
deputy director, dealt with 
possibly the most important 
facet of the liquor busi- 


ness..,licenses. 

For three years prior to at- 
taining the position of ad- 
ministrative assistant to the 
deputy director, Sharp was 
chief of field inspection for 
the permit, division. In this 


capacity he was responsible 
for the licensing of all legal, 
and privately owned and 
operated manufacturers, 
distillers and retailers of 
alcoholic beverages in the 
state. 

Sharp's tremendous 
knowledge was combination 
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of formal education, and @x- 
tensive field work. He was @ 
graduate of the University of 
Cincinnati where he majored 
in Sociology and Political 
Science. 

He didn't stop there with 
his formal education, he con- 
tinued on completing courses 
in business administration, 
liquor law enforcement, and 
police management. At the 
time of his death he was ser- 
ving as an instructor at liquor 
law enforcement conferences 
and in-service, training 
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schools. 
An. indication of Sharp's 
tenacity should have been 


* apparent when he graduated 


from the University of Cin- 
cinnati in the late 1940's, for 
the atmosphere on the UC 

is was not one of open 
armed welcome in those 
days, but he toughed it out . 
and graduated. 

The Ohio State Department 
of Liquor Control will be hard 
pressed to find someone who 
can fill the position which 

MacNellious Sharp virtually 
created making the liquor de-

Sharp was also well known 
and respected in community 
activities. Always interested 
in young people, he one year 
took time out from his bus’

dered to get out and look for 
jobs or get off relief. 

It will no longer suffice to 
register for job training under 
the WIN program alone. Pro- 
posed new federal regula- 
tions say, in effect, they have 
to join the glutton of unem- 
ployed competing for gainful 
employment, 

WIN registrants in the past 
were normally adults who 
were in school full time, had 
children. under 6, were 
needed at home to care for 
individuals or children under 
6, or were living too far away 
to participate in a training 
program. 

Under the old regulations, 
WIN registrants were. still

A single WIN hearings 
system will replace dual 
hearings the welfare and 
WIN agencies. A WIN hearing 
officer would determine 
whether. welfare mothers 
would have grants cut off 
because of refusal to accept 
the .generally low-paying 
jobs. 

“Many of the projects are 
for less than minimum wage,” 
said Evans. “The intent of the 
regulations is to answer the 

uestion of inflation and hold 

in the Federal budget. It 
gives the country a source of 
cheap labor.” 

Recipients are being farced 
to take the jobs around the 
country.no-one_ else wants, ° 
Evans attacked organized 
labor for not criticizing the 
program which, Evans said, is

After over ,100 parents 
protested a planned transfer 
of three teachers out of the 
North Avondale elementary 
schoo! by the Cincinnati 
school board, the board sud- 
denly began to re-evaluate 
the move. The Cincinnati 
school board had planned to 
move two full time teachers 
and one substitute teacher 
out of the Avondale school 
last week to bring the student 
teacher ratio- there in. line 
with board requirements of a 
30 to 1 classroom situation. 
Presently the school has a 27 
to 1 ratio. 

However, the parents, both 
black and white complained 
that such an attempt to raise 
the student feacher ratio 
would seriously impair that 
school’s Individually Guided 
Education Program (IGE), an 
alternative education pro- 
gram that has been 
credited with attracting a 
number of white students to 
the predominately black 
school. _

students be taught at their 
own individual learning rates 
Jn. several subjects by a coor- 
dinated* group “of teachers.

in a reply to a series. of 
questions concerning the 
President's possible action 
on the recent summit con- 
ference on minority affairs, he 
indicated that the President 
would receive the position 
papers offered by the group 
and filter them to the sub 
committees on economic and 
employments problems in or- 
der for them to take action as 
needed both within and out- 
side the administration. 

The President would move 
to the highest level to take a 
look to see what needs can 
be met. 

Black Americans must 
cease being the pawn in the 
hands of any one political 
party according to Scott. This 
confidence in our vote pre- 
cludes any accountability to 
black — people in the 
Democratic and/or Rep- 
ublicans can determine 
without going to the ballot 
box our vote. 

Voting power in his opinion 
is the key. Economics and 
politics go hand in hand and 
Scott wants to make his party 
an open party. 

He chided the Democrats 
for taking the black vote for 
granted and his party- for 
writing off the black vote: 

Scott indicated that. he 
moves around the country to 
listen and take recommen- 
dation back to the admin- 
istration. He states that there 
are enough laws on the 
books. We must stop: being 
brutalized as was the case in 
the sixties. 

The battle in the seventies 
will be less glamorous and 


fought -on- a -different level 
and in’a different na: Ther 
levels he mentioned mo 
frequently were the economic 
(the bread and butter) and 
the political (ballot box). 

The civil rights movement 
is.still alive today.

These are clear signs of 
progress but still not enough 
according to Scott. 

In reply to Joe Lynn's 
question about amnesty and 


president Nixon Scott said 
‘that. ‘we ‘ (blacks) who have 
suffered under the judicial 
system should be the last to 
scream loudest when the 
President makes “an effort to 
be humane to an individual.” 

That ig not to say he agrees 
with the treatment of black A- 
mericans because justice 
should be meted out fairly 
and equally.”

Sunni Muslims 


Explain WhyThey 


Are Leaving 


Members of the Islamic 
Revivalist Movement, who are 
Sunni Muslims, have issued a 
statement explaining their 
reasons for discontinuing 
their resocialization and 
rehabilitation programs for 
inmates in Ohio Penal institu- 
tlons. 

“We have been involved in 
prison resocialization since 
1969, from the County 
Workhouse to the Ohio State 
Penitentiary,” sald Abdul - 
Raheem ullah, a spokes- 
man for the group. 


“We were attempting it” 


with. funds from our own 
pockets. The inmates, whose 
Islamic rights we fought to 
get recognized, demanded 
we be accorded the same 
respect as other. religious 
representatives.”

RECYCLING: HOW IT WORKS

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Why don't we su that for all practical ses tha’ 

this column's name if Toward a Redefinition of Responsible 
Criticism, which is needed since this space was recently 
rejected by the administration that was concerned with its 
authencity and validity as sample of what continuously. good 
criticism ought to be like. That is very difficult for even me to 
deal with. 

However, let me share some background so that you un- 
derstand what was happening. 

_In the first place, we are working on a book, tentatively 
entitled .The Coloured Underground, which is presently 
designed to shed a new set of silent-lights on our fair race 
and ail; all-in-all, some of my personal critics have told us 
that the work is too speculative, even in the formative stages. 

In the second place, we thought we could be slick and 
pass off our outline to the third part of the text, something we 
will get into in a minute, to the administration as our column 
for this week 

As quick as | put it on the man's desk, the secretary was 
eae to tell me that “wasn't nothing happening; nothing at 
all. 

___ Now, what had touched off this critical argumentative 
discussion was my outline of a dialogue between San- 
ford &Son's Fred and Esther, where after some mild treat- 
ment of general théme to that continuing developing play, A 
Slur from the Gutter, these two personalities get together to 
discuss the current events of the day, including public

Anyway, the message | got expressedly presented the 
administration's rather specific arguments for its rejection: 1) 
it rambled from point-to-point, many of which were in poor 
taste and padded with incomprehensible logic; 

2) There was not a clear mission statement; 

3) The lack of continuity between the critical nature of 
“Media” and the dialogue seemed forced if not coun- 
terpointal-to the initial objectives .of the first; 

4) The content of the dialogue avoided the very issues it 
attempted to address; and 

5) In view of the excellency of the dialogue, it would be 
more appropriate if it were submitted as a separate entity to 
the show's producers, who would probably reject it for the 
same reasons as previously stated, than to be printed under 
the guise of entertainment criticism. 

A lot of discussion could have been saved if Fred had 
been allowed to speak: “Look, boy, | don't care about the 
economy of the structure, the nature of the symbolism, nor 
the sophistication of the imagery, we ain't giving no 
television show no free advertisement. Now, can you dig it?” 

Now, here is something that is rather entertaining: Barry 
White's Can't Get Enough (20th-Century, T-444) is also the 
name of the title tune, a sensitive little love song that drives a 

- -hard--bargaim—aceepting no-—alternatives.... ns. 

The man sings, “| can't get enough of your love 
baby...no matter what | do.” It's a soft song, dependent on 
the lively percussions for continuance that is quaintly punc- 
tuated by a delicate string section which is augmented by 
quiet horn. 

Quite naturally, Barry's voice supercedes and surpasses 
everything else. 

On the other hand, the album which | chose to listen to, 
because | like somebody who likes Barry White and

| think-the problem | had with Mr. White before and it is 
still evident now is that he appeared frorm nowhere too much 
in the style of Isaac Hayes, another dude | had problems with 
because he seems to be dragging out what would be other- 
wise short and concise tunes to preponderous sonatas and 
semi-classical arias. Nevertheless, Mr. White has a winner. 

From near obscurity, Eddie Floyd has surfaced from the 
“Memphis Underground" with Soul Street (Stax, STS-5512), 
an.album that carries the same disappointment as B.B. King’s. 
Friends (ABCD-825) with its hurried and-ill-arranged “Baby, 
I'm: Yours.” = ey 

Specifically, Mr. Floyd labors too long over Jesse 
Belvin's “Guess Who," making it into some kind of super- 
ficial memorial to the man. 

This is precisely the problem with the B.B. King version 
of “Baby,” that is, there are certain songs in our songbooks 
which have been raised to ethereal heights and should be 
treated in these terms. 

A good example is what Aretha did to Johnny Ace's “My 
Song” and the Nicholas/Ashford “Ain't Nothing Like the Real 
Thing.” 

But within all of this negativism, there is a winner, which 
could be released as a single and help Mr. Floyd recover for 
his. losses.on_the album. 

The winner is “| Am So Glad | Met,” one of those charac- 
teristics dumb question asking and demanding songs that 
beats just right. ' 

Mr. Floyd insists on testifying to his old lady and asks 
other men to do the same; for what is never stated, yet the 
song gets over. And it ought to because he has an im- 
pressive musical staff at his command: Hot Buttered Soul, 
Con-Funk-Shun and We Produce Rhythms, and the Memphis 
Horns. 

Using the We Produce Rhythm we run into the same 
problem that we had with the Temprees' Three (We Produce, 
XPS-1905) where we kept waiting for the right things to hap- 
pen musically. 

There seems to be a certain musical validity rink on 
Soul Street, but particularly on “I Am So Glad | Met You 
there is.a need for more rhythm for tone and more syn- 
thesizers for color. ' 

In the very near future, we will see a screenplay of Robin 
Moore's new best-seller, The Fifth Estate (New York: 
Doubleday, 1973, paperback). As one critic put it, Moore 
‘has gone far beyond the violent street world of Popeye 
Egan, which he portrayed so vividly in The French Con- 
nection, to write about the world of the giant criminal 
conglomerates, where the real power lies.” 

Should make a interesting movie, but ten to one it will be 
washed and rinsed to death.

Misconceptions Of Sickle Cell 
Anemia Discussed At Symposium 


Much of the publicity surrounding Sickle 
Celt disease and the screening programs 
have created unnecessary fears because of 
the misconceptions that abound, Dr. David 
Satcher told participants in the Symposium 
on Sickle Cell Disease last week. 

One of the major purposes of the sym- 
posium, held at Cleveland Clinic and the 
neighboring: Park Plaza Hotel. was to start 
to bring an end to the misconceptions: con- 
cerning the disease which cause not only 
fears but also inequities to those suffering

The first discovery of the existance of 
Sickle Cell came in 1910 when a Dr. J.B. 
Herrick examined the blood of a West Indian 
man in Chicago. Herrick was puzzled by the 
discovery of the odd sickle shape of the 


man's red blood cells. 


The existence of the sickle cell did not ac- 
tually- become widely known in this country, 
however, until 1971. It was in that year that 
Richard Nixon verbally 
recognized Sickle Cell Disease- as a major 
health problem in the U.S. in a national

Sickle Cell Anemia is a herditary disease. 
While the normal red blood cell is rounded in 
shape a person with sickle cell anemia has 
red blood cells that are shaped like sickles. 
The unusual shape caused problems in the 
flow of oxygen to vital body organs. 

Those who have sickle cell anemia suffer 
from occasional crises. These crisis periods 
are marked by severe pain in the abdomen, 
knees, elbows and other joints. Often the per-

son's eyes will become yellow and he is ex- 
tremely susceptible to infections. These sym- 
ptoms are caused by the sickle shaped red 
blood cells sticking together and blocking 
the normal flow of blood. The extent and 
duration of these crises differ from patient to 
patient,“doctors’ report. 


While some . suffers from sickle cell 
anemia die at an early age others live a nor- 
life span, Joyce Coleman, 
awareness group in Cincinnati said she knew 
of at least one person in that area who has 
sickle cell anemia and is 65 years of age. 

One of every 400 blacks has sickle cell 
anemia and yet there is no cure for it. Dr. Sat- 
cher commented that there is also no ab- 
solutely reliable tratment for the disease. At 
present treatment is purely symptomatic. 

Dr. Harris said that studies now indicate 
that since the red blood cells are formed in 
the bone marrow a possible cure may be 
transplanting of the bone marrow. Doctors 
still have not been able to perfect this 
process, however. 

While Sickle Cell Anemia is a serious and 
paiful affliction Sickle Cell trait usually goes 
unnoticed. Also hereditary, like the anemia it 
is passed on to offspring in. the blood. It is 
estimated that 
Americans has Sickle Cell trait. This is not a 
disease, having the trait simply means that 
one of the genes which would determine the 
make up of the blood of any offspring is a 
carrier of the Sickle Cell syndrome. 

Since the trait was originally discovered in 
a black man it is usually thought of as a 
disease. This 
assumption according to many perticipants 
in the discussion. For example, 98 per cent 
of the population of Greece has Sickle Cell 
trait, said Ms. Coleman. : 

It is still unknown exactly how or why 
sickling occurs. It is most prevalent among 
people living in the area of the Mediteranean 
and parts of Africa, and India. 

Most people feel that thé best way to deal 
with it is to offer genetic counseling so that 
those who have either the anemia or the trait 
will be aware of how it can affect their 
Harris also stressed early 
diagnosis in infants and children since the 
first decade of life shows the highest mor- 
tality from the disease. Most of those who die 
are victims of infections which the sickled 
cells are unable to fight.

actually only applicable in a couple of limited areas. 

No-fault in a divorce case means that only one party 
need be present to file for the divorce and that no ac- 
cusations of wrong doing need be brought up. In the Ohio 
law, no-fault applies only if the couple has-been separated 
without interruption for two years or more, or if one of the 
marriage partners has been confined in a mental institution 
for four years or more. The former statute was passed last 
May. 

A new idea in the bill which was designed to speed divorce 
proceedings is the provision for dissolution of a marriage. 
However, even dissolution is a pretty complicated procedure, 
stated Stauffer. If two marriage partners decide to dissolve 
their marriage under the new law they must both sign a 
petition of dissolution which must -be attached to a copy of 
their separation agreement and they must both appear in 
court. 

The difficult part is getting both parties to concur on the 
separation agreement which must include division of 
_prapecty_and _settlement..ot...debts.incurred.during..the__ 
marriage, as well as child support, alimony and perhaps even 
a visitation schedule for the children. These are the very sub- 
jects you get most of the squabbling about, said Stauffer 
Most of the people who go to court for a divorce are there 
because they are not able to agree on matters concerning 
their finances or their children and these are what must be 
agreed upon in order to use the dissolution petition, said 
Begam. It is a rare couple seeking divorce which is able to 
reach an easy agreement on these subjects, he said 

For those*who can use-it “I think it is going to be very 

helpful,” Stauffer said, ‘it ends the need for saying dirty 
things about each other." 
. In terms of alimony settlements and custody of depen- . 
dent children both attorneys agreed that the new law makes 
the job of the court easier and makes the law clearer by set- 
ting down broader guidelines to be considered. In deter- 
mining alimony, for example, the new. statute requires the 
court to consider the earning ability, ages, physical and 
emotional condition of the parties. Also considered are the 
duration of the marriage, the. standard of living in the 
marriage, education, assets sand liabilities, and the con- 
tributions by the woman as a-wife and. homemaker. The last 
is brand new, Stauffer pointed out. Rulings regarding divorce 
are moving away from punishment in the’ awarding of 
alimony, Stauffer, said. 

The child is given more say in the determinination of 
custody. The minimum age has been lowered to 11 years for 
a child to voice his preference. 

The new law does make divorce proceedings so that 
they are not quite so grim as they were, commented Stauffer. 
If both parties have grounds for divorce then the case does 
not have to be thrown out of the courtroom as was required 
by the old law. The new law allows neither recrimination nor 
condonation as a bar to a divorce, Stauffer explained. 

Another new idea is a provision for compulsory coun- 
seling.if the court orders it. The divorce proceedings would 
then continue only if the counseling ended with the parties 
unable to settle their differences. 

The people this bill will probably help the most said 
Stauffer, is the young married couple with few assets and no 
children. Begam feels that those who have been separated 
for several years will be aided a great deal by the law since 
they will be able to break their legal ties with relative ease. 
Most attorneys are watching and waiting, he commented, to 
see how this works out. .

concerned with extending to. all its 
citizens the basic freedoms that are 
their birthright 

At the height of protest demonstra- 
tions and national civil disorders, there 
was great concern for equal oppor- 
tunity in housing, in voting, in 
education and in public accommoda- 
tions. The greatest concern, however, 
was for equal opportunity in em- 
ployment. 

When the late President Lyndon B. 
Johnson signed the historic legislation, 
he called it a “milestone in American 
progress toward full justice for all her 
citizens.” It was indeed a milestone, but 
it was not won without a long, hard 
struggle on the part of many civil rights 
groups and liberal lawmakers. 

Title VI), which also established the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission.marked the turning point in. 
Federal efforts to end job discrimina- 
tion. The original provisions left much 
to be desired, but it was a start. 
Because the EEOC was required to set- 
tle charges to discrimination by infor- 
mal methods of counciliation and per- 
suasion, enforcement was, in fact, left 
to the “good will” of those charge with 
violations. 

As time passed, Congress 
recognized the shortcomings of the 
original provisions of Title Vil. In 1966 
and each year thereafter, liberal

lawmakers attempted, in vain, to 
strengthen the job bias law. 

Finally, in 1972, the Congress gave 
EEOC additional entorcement powers. 
The amendments gave the Commission 
authority to file suits in Federal district 
courts against private employers and 
unions when. all other means. of

Commissions! et nal coverage 


was also expanded. 

The vital 1972 amendments came as 
the Commission was beginning to 
strangle on a backlog of charges it was 
attempting to conciliate, and gave the 
job bias agency a new lease on life. 

Today charges are still being made 
that EEOC is choking on a 100,00 
backlog. But energetic Commission 
Chairman John H. Powell, Jr., announ- 
ced a few weeks ago that his agency 
resolved 37,537 charges in FY 1974, an 
increase of 17,350 over the previous 
year, He added that some 4,519 suc- 
cessful conciliations during the year 
ending June 30,-1973, resulted in cash 
benefits exceeding $56.2 million to 
more than 49,000 workers. 

At the present, the average time for 
processing a charge is about 26 mon- 
ths. Chairman Powell has vowed to 
reduce this time by at least 50 per cent 
during his stay at the EEOC. Right 
on. 

The Commission has also announced 
the establishment of an EEOC Training 
Academy to provide thorough, 
professional and uniform training for 
EEOC compliance personnel. During 
the first year, some 600 candidates will 
be trained in compliance, interviewing, 
communications, investigation and 
conciliation techniques, 

These forward-looking plans hold 
great’ promise for blacks and othér 
minorities who for too long have been 
the victims of pervasive and systemic 
employment discrimination. We salute 
the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission on the occasion of its 
tenth anniversary and say “full speed 
ahead” in the next decade — a period 
which will surely test the destiny of 
America and her commitment to true 
equality in employment and all other 

facets of American life.

ur road in America has never been 
@asy or smooth, Accustomed then to a 
rugged and hard life, nevertheless, we 


have made some progress, but not - 


nearly enough to give us equality or 
first-class citizenship. 

Today we have more educated 
people than ever before. We hold more 
jobs in every category; hold more elec- 
ted offices; own more homes and 
automobiles and, enjoy a higher stan- 
dard of living. 

Yet, we are still at the bottom of every 
category of American life. The principal 
reason for this low status is lack of raci- 
al unity. The gap between the many 
segments of our life is widening rather 
than closing. 

Our struggle to develop Negro- 
owned business is seriously impeded 
by our own unwillingness to subsidize 
our own with our patronage. It has been 
estimated that we spend more than $53 
billion a year, yet, not one percent of 
these dollars go into Negro cash 
registers. We find more reasons for not 
supporting our own than for doing so. 

The more education we get, the fur- 
ther we seem to get away from racial 
cooperation. 

Despite the fact we have more elec- 
ted officials, the fact still remains we do 
not have half of our people registered 
to vote. No other racial group in 
America takes less interest in politics 
than we do. And, we have some of the 
most asinine reasons for not doing so. 

Our unemployment always remains 
disproportionally high - yet, there are 
thousands of job opportunities open 
that we could fill. We fail to recognize 
the fact that any honest job is 
preferable to relief or idleness. Entirely 
too much of our unemployment is due 
to our bad work habits. Tardiness and 
absenteeism is inordinately high. We 
cannot blame this on anyone but our- 


selves. 

Schools in black neighborhoods are 
generally rated inferior. Not because of 
poor teacher quality, but more largely 
because the gap between the parent 
and the teacher is too wide, PTA’s in 
black areas are weak and poorly sup-

tate far behind their interest in clothes. 
We can do all the latest exotic darices, 
but many can't read or do simple arith- 
metic problems.

most of the wards, nevertheless, crime 


and deterioration thrives without any 
outcry from these elected officials. 
Their wards are littered with cans and 
bottles. Special cleanup crews make lit- 
tle dent in the piles of rubbish because 
as fast as an area is cleaned up, more 
trash is piled up by irresponsible 
residents and with no remedial action 


, from these elected officials. The ghet- 


tos stigmatizeour people and, yet we do 
so little to improve them. In fact we 
seem to work harder in creating them: 

Law and order is hard to come by 
because we are reluctant to report 
places that foster and breed crime. 
Parents permit their children to carry 
guns and knives to school, thereby ad- 
ding to our crime statistics, especially 
at the juvenile level. 

The widespread use of dope in our 
areas is a contradiction of our poverty 
claims. Dope is certainly not a first 
priority item. It is the biggest crime 
producer. Police estimate that over 
50% of the inner-city crimes are dope- 
related. Dope in one form or another 
has reached down into junior high 
school levels. 

Here again, the home is a big con- 
tributing factor. Parents must know 
when their children are on dope. To 
know this and then do nothing about it 
makes the parents as guilty as the dope 
using children. 

The responsibility for doing 
something about these problem-_areas, 
is ours. We cannot use the crutch of 
race as an excuse for doing nothing but 
complain, We must take the first steps 
for correction, There are enough agen- 
cies operating in our aréas for the 
people to relate to and rely on for 
initiative and helpful action. 

The Negro church stands as an 
unused resource. Too long has it been 
isolated from and/or indifferent to the 
problems of the people. Missionary 
work is not in some far-off place, but 
right next door to the church, or around 
the corner from it. Religion and church 
responsibility must be more than a Sun- 
day exercise in entertainment. 

@ time has come for us to grow up 
and take on the full responsibilities of 
American living. We are a talented and 
resourceful people. If we can produce” 
talent that can command million dollar 
contracts in the sports world; and, 
develop talent that earns hundreds of 


talent that can bring us together to 
work cooperatively on the many 
problems that confront us. No, we are 
not bereft of talent to face up to any 
problem, We just lack the will, coopera- 
tion and determination.

BEDO Shuns Ferguson 


Thomas Ferguson, deputy state auditor, who is 
aspiring to. move up to the top slot presently held by 
his 81-year-old dad, Jumping Joe Ferguson, received 
a chilly reception when he showed up at the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio's annual meeting here in 
the Neil House Hotel last week, 

For the most part, young Ferguson can blame his 
old man for the virtual ostracism imposed upon him by 
BEDO. His father, it is recalled, got in hot water. with 
Ohio blacks a few’weeks ago when he issued a report 
criticizing the University of Cincinnati's Minority 
Recruitment Program. 

In appearing at BEDO's confab, young Ferguson 
was obviously hopeful of mending his political fence 
with the influential black group. 

However, based on comments heard among the 
delegates, he was a miserable failure in this endeavor. 
They not only ignored his presence, but he was 
openty blasted by one of the keynote speakers. 

Cleveland City Council President George Forbes, in 
comménting on the UC controversy, said that “if you 
think that just because a white man is a Democrat 
that he's fair, you got some more thoughts coming. 
We blacks don't have any priority on righteous white 
folk," he said and added: 

“Sometimes the sins of the father must be suffered 
by the son.” He then complimented BEDO for inviting 
Férguson to a later meeting to find out exactly where 
he stands on the position on UC by his dad. 

Although some BEDO officials were reluctant to 
discuss the matter in the open, Rep. James W. 
Rankin, (D-Cincinnati) did not bite his tongue in ex- 
pressing his disenchantment with Ferguson, 

Noting that minority group programs are one of his 

projects, he said he'll have to do a whole lot of 
thinking before giving his support to Ferguson, 

Ferguson. is opposed in the Nov. 5 election by ~ 


Roger W. Tr: Jr., a Columbus Republican. He is a 
former State apeeeeve and was defeated for 
Bian Ancor by Sr Ferguson four years ago by a slim 
margin. 


David Albritton, who lost his House seat to Rep. Ed 
Orlett, (D-Dayton) two years ago, is said to be running 
ahead of Orlett in a frantic bid to regain his House 
seat. 

Albritton, the last black Republican to hold a seat in 
the Ohio Legislature, according to Dayton sources, is 
campaigning hard and has taken the lead over Orlett.

The Ford Foundation just 
teleased information con- 
cerning a published report on 
the status and gains of blacks 
enrojied in American 
colleges and universities. The 
report succinctly says, 
“their (blacks) represen- 
tation in higher education 
remains substantially lower 
than their percentage in the 
population.” | 

This conclusion about 
blacks in higher education is 


the result of a comprehensive , 


study of racial and ethinic 
enroliment in colleges and 
universities across the 
nation. This study was com- 
missioned by the Ford Foun- 
dation. However, the study 
also reveals that ‘...Japanese 
and Chinese Americans are 
represented slightly beyond 
their numbers in the 
Population.” 

One of the officers in 
charge of the Ford Founda- 
tion’s Office of Higher 
Education and Research, 
said: 

“This report presents as 
clear and. detailed an 
assessment of the status of 
selected minorities in 
American higher education 
as available data will allow. It 
provides a breakdown of 
racial and ethnic enroliment 
in public and private two-year 
and four-year colleges and in 
universities and professional 
schools." 

This report is entitled 
“Minority Enroliment and 
Representation in Institutions 
ot Higher Education.” It is 
available upon request by 
October, 1974, from the Ford

“The group of minorities con- 
sisting of blacks, the Spanish 
Oriental 
Americans, and American In- 
dians Is significantly under- 
rapresented in institutions of 
higher education when com- 
pared with their proportion in 
the total population. In 1970 
these minorities constituted 
16.8 per cent of the US. 
population, but only 10.6 per 
cent of undergraduate 
enroliment, while whites 
made up 83.2 per cent of the 
Population and 89.4 per cent 
of undergraduate enrollment. 

The report further shows, 
“Data on graduate school 
enroliment indicated similar 
underrepresentation for black 
and the Spanish surnamed. 
Again Japanese and Chinese 
American enroliments appear 
on a par with their related 
numbers in the population 
For blacks and surnamed, op- 
portunities to attend graduate 
and professional schools ap- 
pear extremely limited when 
compared with other 
Americans.

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Review Detroit Decision 


WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) -- 
The U.S. Civil Rights Com- 
mission will hold a con- 
ference in November to ex- 
plore the implications of the 
Detroit school desegregation 
decision. That 5-4 decision, 
handed down by the US. 
Supreme Court in July, ruled 
out cross-district busing to 
achieve racial integration in 
Detroit's schools, 

Scholars and experts in the 
fields of law, education, 
political science, social 
science, and economics will 
be invited by the commission 
to present papers and get 


reaction from theif col- 
leagues. 
Chairman Arthur S. 


Fleming, commissioner of the 
Adminftration on Aging of 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, said 
“We feel we have an 
obligation as a commission 


to size up the issues and ... to 
have a dialogue at a high 
level," 


Although the Commission 
is not an enforcement agency 
and has no specific power to 
apply specific remedies in in- 
dividual cases, it does have 
the authority to subpoena wit- 
nesses to its hearings and in- 
vestigations. 

In a related matter, the 
Commission released a 17- 
page handbook designed for 
use by citizens across the 
country in obtaining equal 
services from local govern- 
ments. 

Titled, ‘The other Side of 
the Tracks," the handbook on 
nondiscrimination In 
municipal services, outlines 
in lay language what citizens 
can do about inequality in the 
provision of a variety of ser- 
vices including paving, gar- 
bage collection, legal aid, 
sanitary sewers, drainage 


sewers, fire hydrants, traffic 
control signs and traffic 
lights, parks and recreational 
facilities, and police patrol in 
cities, towns, vil , 
ties and special districts, 
The booklet points out that 
while “municipalities are 
generally not constitutionally 
required to provide these ser- 
vices to their residents,” once 
they are provided, “they can- 
not be provided to some 
citizens, and not others.” For 
example, “if a municipality 
Paves streets in white neigh- 


borhoods, it must do the 
same in black neigh- 
borhoods,"" the booklet 
noted. 


In short, the booklet tells 
community residents and 
leaders what municipal ser- 
vices are and what type of 
discrimination the law 
prohibits whenever a muni- 
cipality provides such ser- 
vices.

The score 
has two very good songs in it, “Changes,” as sung by Helena 
Hollins, and “Teach Me,” as sung by Lewis himself. 


The photography, done in and around Oakland and the 
Bay area, is laudable. 


Notable is that Sal Watts has done what some other 
black men of means have been doing of late around these 
United States: provided monetary backing fo? a motion pic- 
ture. Like Laurence Blaine of Detroit who has managed to 
get black businessmen of his city to back filming of his film, 
“Dark Nights, Angry Faces.” 


Just as this columnist predicted two years ago---in time 
there will be more and more black people around this coun- 
try producing their own films in their own. areas, Hollywood 
not withstanding, and getting financing for their ventures. in 
their own areas.
